lioved, Jupiter is yetin & very early
stage of world growtl, then the in-
lLiahitants of this exrth ean continus
to wittel with their telescopes, ns they
have been doing for the last 200 years,
the changes of appewrance which he
undergoes, In other words, they can
Belold part of the geological develop-
ment of a distant world, and, if the
human race con'd exist long enough,
and eonld land down its records un-
broken from age to age, it might at
last have a complete history, based on
wotual observations, of the growth of
Jupiter from o globe of gaseous or thiid
matter to a solld and habitable world
like our own.—New York Sun.
